Go  to 
Church  to  learn,  not  to  be  'count- 
ed,’ and  not  out  of  fear,  but  be- 
cause of  the  desires  of  your 
heart.” 

Dr.  Bennion  admonished  ev- 
ery member  of  the  Church  to  be 
a disciple  of  Christ.  To  accom- 
plish this,  he  urged  that  every 
Latter-day  Saint  live  and  prac- 
tice what  Christ  did  and  taught. 

“Christ’s  teachings  can  be  [ 
summarized  under  two  headings. 
(1)  Love  and  (2)  Integrity.  A 
disciple  of  Christ  must  cultivate 
these  things,  and  learn  to  live  his 
religion  because  he  is  born  of

Denver  University’s  basketball 
team  this  week  will  find  out 
whether  it  will  remain  a chal* 
lengerfor  the  Skyline  champion- 
ship or  become  an  also-ran  when 
the  Pioneers  face  a pair  of  ser- 
ious challengers  in  DU  Field- 
house. 

The  Pioneers,  4-1  league 
play  after  Saturday’s  97-66 
waltz  over  New  Mexico,  faces 
Utah  State  (3-2)  on  Thursday 
night  and  Brigham  Young 
(also  3-2)  on  Saturday  night. 
DU  needs  a win  over  both  the 
Utags  and  Cougars  to  remain 
on  the  heels  of  league-lead- 
ing Utah. 

With  five  of  their  last  seven 
games  on  the  road,  Coach  Hoyt 
Brawner’s  forces  are  faced  with 
the  necessity  of  winning  every 
home  game  and  at  least  four 
road  games  if  they  are  to  retain 
a chance  of  winning  the  title. 
DU’s  only  loss  was  to  Utah  at 
Salt  Lake  City. 

But  the  Pioneers  will  have 
their  work  cut  out  for  them 
with  both  the  Utah  Staters  and 
BYU  almost  certain  to  push 
them  to  the  limit,  in  direct  con- 
trast to  the  last  four  home  foes, 
Colorado  State  U.,  Wyoming,  Air 
Force  Academy  and  New  Mexico, 
all  who  have  allowed  the  Pio- 
neers fairy  easy  victories. 

Both  Utah  State  and  Brig- 
ham Young  feautre  high-scor- 
ing attacks  with  deadly  shoot- 
ing accuracy  from  every  mem- 
ber of  the  starting  lineup. 

Latest  statistics  find  Utah 
State’s  regulars  shooting  like 
this:  Forward  Hal  Theus,  41%; 
Forward  Jerry  Schofield,  42%; 
Center  Bob  Ipsen,  49.2%;  Guard 
Max  Perry,  40.7%;  and  Guard 
Ralph  Cullimore,  41.5%. 

And  Brigham  Young  is  Just 
as  tough  with  its  first  five:  For- 
ward Bob  Skousen.  41%;  For- 
ward John  Nicoll,  44%;  Center 
Roy  TTiacker,  42%;  Guard  Gary 


Earnest,  41%;  and  Guard  Mac 
Madsen,  51%.  First  Reserve 
Dave  Eastis,  a North  Denver 
high  school  product  who  is  re- 
turning to  the  lineup  after  an 
injury,  is  hitting  at  a 49  % clip. 

Contrast  this  with  the  shoot- 
ing averages  of  DU’s  first  six: 
Forward  Jim  Peay,  30.7%;  For- 
ward (Jeorge  DeRoos,  36.0%; 
Forward  Steve  Lee,  40.6%;  Cen- 
ter Bob  Grinstead,  39.2%;

As  a team,  DU  is  shooting  35.5% 
for  the  season,  BYU  41%  and 
Utah  State,  43.1%.
